To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Salem,  in  the  County 
of  Rockingham,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  house,  in 
said  town,  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March  next, 
at  six-thirty  (6:30)  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  budget  commit- 
tee and  act  thereon. 

Article  3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  for  the  same. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  any 
more  money  for  the  repairs  of  highways  than  the  law 
requires. 

Article  5.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees,  or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 


Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  town  treasurer  to  hire,  with  the  approval  of  the  se- 
lectmen, such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  needed  for  gen- 
eral purposes  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  rela- 
tive to  lighting  the  streets,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum 
of  money  not  to  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500), 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  police  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500),  or  any  part  there- 
of, for  the  removal  of  snow  from  the  highways. 

Article  10.  By  request  of  library  trustees.  To  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  seven  hundred 
dollars  ($700),  or  any  part  thereof,  above  the  sum  re- 
quired by  law,  for  the  support  of  the  Salem  Free  Public 
Library  for  the  year  1936. 

Article  11.  By  request  of  library  trustees.  To  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars ($100),  for  the  repairs  of  the  library  building  and 
equipment. 

Article  12.  By  request  of  Chester  T.  Woodbury.  To 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  ($100),  or  any  part  thereof,  to  maintain  and  im- 
prove the  Town  Common  and  the  Public  Square  near  Pine 
Grove  Cemetery. 

Article  13.  By  request  of  special  water  committee. 
To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the 


special    water  committee    appointed    at    the    1935    town 
meeting. 

Article  14.  By  request  of  special  water  committee. 
To  see  if  the  town  will  pay  for  fire  protection  and  hyd- 
rant service  in  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  per  hydrant  per 
year;  providing,  however,  that  the  town  shall  not  raise 
by  taxation  any  money  to  pay  the  bonded  debt  of  the 
water  department. 

Article  15.  By  request  of  Ernest  W.  Young  Post.  To 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  ($250),  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  use 
of  Ernest  W.  Young  Post,  No.  63,  American  Legion,  to  be 
expended  in  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day  in  the  year 
1936. 

To  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500),  or  any  part  thereof,  to  tar  and  gravel  Park 
Avenue.

L.  WALLACE  HALL,  Justice. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SALEM  FIRE 
DEPARTMENT 


There  has  been  during  the  past  year  62  Bell  Alarms 
and  8  Still  Alarms  for  the  fire  company  to  respond  to. 
The  fire  loss  for  the  year  was  $5,147.16.  Most  of  the  loss 
was  to  property  in  the  outlying  districts. 

The  equipment  and  station  is  in  fine  condition  and 
the  public  is  invited  to  visit  the  station  and  see  for  them- 
selves what  they  are  paying  for.  The  new  apparatus  has 
been  used  for  one  year  and  a  half  and  has  given  won- 
derful performances.  The  older  piece  of  apparatus  has 
a  new  booster  tank,  the  pump  has  been  overhauled,  also 
the  body.  The  immediate  needs  of  the  department  is 
in  having  the  motor  overhauled  and  the  body  painted. 
These  things  can  be  accomplished  out  of  the  regular  fire 
appropriation  without  calling  upon  the  taxpayers  for  any 
more  money.

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SPECIAL  WATER  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  committee  appointed  under  Article  Thirty  of  the 
1935  Town  Warrant  to  make  a  survey  of  the  Salem 
Water  Works  and  submit  recommendations  for  a  long 
term  plan  of  future  development  of  the  system  with  the 
object  in  view  of  ascertaining  future  needs  of  same  to 
place  the  system  on  a  self-sustaining  basis,  beg  to  submit 
the  following  report: 

With  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  the  present  water 
board,  the  committee  has  accumulated  considerable  data 
from  the  Town  Reports  of  the  past  twenty  years,  and  has 
made  a  preliminary  survey  of  the  Water  Works  property. 
Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  arriving  at  a 
satisfactory  value  for  the  present  system.  Initial  costs 
of  materials  and  labor  were  greatly  different  from  present 
day  values  and  opinions  differ  as  to  the  proper  basis  on 
which  to  figure  depreciation.  In  this  respect  practices  in 
other  communities  vary  considerably.  Haverhill,  Mass., 
uses  a  1  %  flat  rate  per  annum  on  the  installed  cost  of  pipe 
systems.  Manchester,  N.  H.,  figures  3%.  Your  com- 
mittee has  deemed  it  advisable  for  the  purposes  of  this  re- 
port to  use  a  2%  flat  rate,  the  replacement  cost  of  pipe 
and  an  average  laying  charge  of  75c  per  linear  foot.  For 
Diesel  motor  driven  pumps  the  usual  practice  is  to  figure 
6^2%  depreciation  annually  and  for  tanks  and  other  ac- 
cessories a  4%  depreciation.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
report  this  practice  has  been  adhered  to  and  these  figures 
used.  In  this  manner  the  following  inventory  has  been 
estimated,  details  of  which  will  be  found  at  the  end  of 
the  report. 
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Pipe  distributing  system  $110,770.21 
High  pressure  service  equipment,  (Pumping 

Station,  Stand  Pipe,  etc.)  18,575.45 
Miscellaneous  properties  of  the  "Water  Dept. 

(Truck,  Hand  Pumps,   Tools,   etc.)  1,000.00 

Present  estimated  total  130,345.66 

It  appears  that  during  the  earlier  period  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  water  department  the  financial  return,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  money  invested,  was  much  better  than  for 
the  later  period.  Prior  to  1924  when  the  high  pressure 
system  was  installed  only  $5,000.00  was  raised  by  taxa- 
tion for  the  extension  of  the  original  system,  whereas  since 
that  time  over  $90,000.00  has  been  raised  by  taxation  and 
together  with  $5,000.00  taken  from  the  treasury  of  the 
water  department  has  been  used  to  extend  and  improve 
the  system.  During  that  time  the  gross  annual  income 
has  increased  approximately  $5,000.00,  but  owing  to  in- 
creased expense  in  operation  incident  to  the  high  pres- 
sure service  the  income  has  not  increased  in  proportion 
to  the  larger  investment. 

A  survey  has  been  made  by  the  committe  of  some  of  the 
extensions  for  which  this  $95,000.00  has  been  expended 
and  the  following  are  typical:

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It  is  clearly  evident  from  the  above  figures  of  these 
examples  that  extensions  have  been  made  with  little  ap- 
parent consideration  of  revenue  and  have  placed  an  ex- 
cessive burden  on  the  taxpayers.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
committee  that  such  appropriations  by  taxation  should  be 
discontinued  and  that  in  the  future  extensions  to  the  sys- 
tem should  be  made  from  the  revenue  of  the  water  de- 
partment and  then  only  when  the  earnings  of  the  exten- 
sion shall  be  sufficient  to  cover  its  proportional  share  of 
depreciation,  maintenance  and  operating  charges  unless  the 
system  as  a  whole  should,  in  the  opinion  of  the  "Water 
Board,  be  sufficiently  enhanced  to  offset  an  insufficiency  of 
direct  earnings. 

For  a  proper  consideration  of  the  equitable  distribution 
of  the  cost  of  any  municipal  water  service  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  service  rendered  falls  into  two  main 
classes.  Briefly  these  are,  (1)  The  provision  of  water 
for  domestic  and  industrial  consumption  and  (2)  Fire 
protection.  It  is  quite  obvious  that  the  cost  of  the  do- 
mestic and  industrial  supply  should  be  paid  for  by  those 
who  use  it  in  proportion  to  the  various  amounts  con- 
sumed. It  should  be  equally  obvious  that  only  by  the 
complete  metering  of  the  whole  system,  can  a  fair  and 
equitable  distribution  of  the  charges  for  this  type  of  ser- 
vice be  accomplished.  This  one  purpose  should  be  suffi- 
cient argument  for  the  immediate  general  installation  of 
meters.  There  is,  however,  a  further  advantage  to  be 
gained,  in  the  economy  of  the  use  of  water  which  meters 
always  induce.  It  has  been  the  experience  in  communities 
where  meters  have  been  installed  that  a  noticeable  reduc- 
tion in  the  amount  of  water  consumed  has  occurred.  The 
magnitude  of  this  economy  in  some  of  the  communities 
which  have  adopted  meters  has  been  found  to  be  such  that 
all  the  initial  cost,  maintenance,  repairs,  depreciation,  et 
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cetera,  on  the  meters  has  been  offset  in  a  very  few  years  by 
the  reduced  pumping  costs.  In  Salem  with  it's  flat  rate 
it  has  been  found  that  variation  in  rates  of  consumption 
has  been  such  that  water  is  being  supplied  at  the  present 
time,  in  some  instances,  at  as  low  a  rate  as  IV2C  per  hun- 
dred cubic  feet,  while  in  surrounding  communities  where 
meters  are  in  use  rates  per  hundred  cubic  feet  vary  from 
12  to  35  cents.  The  committee  therefore  believes  that 
this  condition  should  be  corrected  and  recommends  that  a 
general  metering  of  the  whole  system  be  accomplished  as 
rapidly  as  the  Water  Board  can  finance  their  purchase  and 
installation. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  place  a  tangible  value  of  the  fire 
protection  service  which  a  municipal  water  system  renders 
to  a  community.  There  are  several  factors  involved  such 
as,  the  number  of  hydrants  and  their  locations,  the  pres- 
sure maintained  and  the  value  of  the  properties  in  the  area 
which  enjoys  the  protection.  That  this  type  of  protec- 
tion in  Salem  has  some  tangible  value  is  acknowledged  by 
the  fire  insurance  companies  to  the  extent  that  the  rates 
were  reduced  approximately  25%  after  the  high  pressure 
system  was  put  into  service.  It  would  seem,  therefore, 
that  any  equitable  distribution  of  the  cost  of  a  water 
service  system  must  place  a  portion  of  the  cost  on  the 
property  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  fire  protection  and 
distribute  that  proportion  on  the  basis  of  value.  The 
proportion  of  service  cost  to  be  thus  charged  is  somewhat 
problematical,  but  to  charge  25  per  cent  of  the  annual 
operating  cost  of  the  system  against  fire  protection  does 
not  seem  unreasonable.  The  committee,  therefore,  recom- 
mends that  a  payment  of  $30.00  per  hydrant  be  includ- 
ed in  the  annual  town  budget  for  the  use  of  the  Water 
Board. 

In  view  of  the  $50,000.00  paid  for  the  original  system 
and  the  $100,000.00  which  the  town  has  subsequently  in- 
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vested  in  it  the  committee  feels  that  the  Water  Board 
should  receive  an  8%  annual  revenue  or  $12,000.00.  The 
estimate  of  8%  is  consistent  with  practices  in  other  com- 
munities and  is  based  on  4%  for  operating  costs,  includ- 
ing interest  charges  on  outstanding  bonds,  2%  for  main- 
tainance  costs  and  2%  to  cover  depreciation.  Deducting 
$3,000.00  estimated  from  the  contemplated  hydrant  rental 
charge  to  the  town  there  would  remain  $9,000.00  to  be  col- 
lected by  the  "Water  Board  from  all  water  services.  This 
revenue  is  sufficient  to  permit  the  "Water  Department  to 
render  satisfactory  service  and  also  assume  the  obligation 
of  paying  off  the  present  annual  payment  of  $3,000.00  on 
the  $13,000.00  worth  of  outstanding  bonds.  It  will  also 
include  a  sufficient  surplus  to  provide  for  depreciation  and 
all  necessary  future  extensions.  If  this  plan  is  adopted  it 
will  not  be  necessary  in  the  future  for  the  town  budget  to 
include  any  item  for  water  service  extension.  Future  ex- 
tensions should  not  be  made  unless  revenue  of  8%  on  the 
investment  can  be  assured.  In  this  regard,  however,  it 
is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  the  advisability  of 
making  extensions  should  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
"Water  Board,  thereby  placing  the  responsibility  for  the 
results  on  them.  It  is  not  the  intent  of  the  committee  that 
this  report  shall  be  considered  in  criticism  of  the  present 
or  past  members  of  the  "Water  Commission.  They  have 
made  extentions  only  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  vote 
of  the  town  meeting  and  can  not  be  held  responsible  for 
the  results  which  have  been  cited.  On  the  contrary,  the 
committee  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  "Water  Board  for  their  cooperation  in  sup- 
plying the  committee  with  data  without  which  this  report 
would  not  have  been  possible. 

The  chairman  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  other  members  of  the  committee  for  their  hearty 
cooperation  and  attention  to  the  duties  assigned  to  them 
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and  is  pleased  to  state  that  no  expense  except  for  printing 
this  report  is  attached  to  the  activities  of  the  committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 
We  are  pleased  to  present  this  report  relative  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  schools  and  what,  of  a  somewhat  major  na- 
ture, has  been  done  to  maintain  them  in  good  condition. 
In  general  the  schools  are  in  good  repair,  and,  barring  un- 
expected emergencies,  should  be  so  maintained  by  careful 
attention  to  the  details  each  year  at  not  too  great  a  cost. 

Woodbury  High  School.  The  new  heating  system  has 
proven  quite  satisfactory  during  the  protracted  cold 
weather  which  we  have  experienced  since  its  installation. 
During  this  past  year  all  the  seats  in  the  auditorium  have 
been  repaired  and  refinished.  A  bad  leak  in  the  roof 
above  the  auditorium  has  been  repaired. 

No.  I  SchoolhoHse.  A  three-foot  cement  apron  has  been 
extended   almost   completely   around   the   basement   wall, 
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and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  difficulties  of  water  in  the 
basement  have  been  overcome.  The  ceilings  have  been 
washed  and  whitened. 

No.  IV  SchoolhoHse.  This  was  redecorated  inside  and 
the  chimney  repaired. 

No.  V  Schoolhouse.  While  this  building  was  in  fairly- 
good  condition  this  year  yet  it  was  felt  that  we  could  do 
some  redecorating  this  coming  summer  which  will  put  this 
school  in  good  condition. 

No.  VI  Schoolhouse.  This  building  was  in  need  of 
flooring  on  the  East  porch,  and  was  completely  rebuilt. 
At  the  same  time  the  flat  roof  was  repaired. 

No.  VII  Schoolhouse.  This  was  redecorated  on  the  in- 
side and  cement  steps  constructed  at  the  front  doors.  The 
chimney  was  pointed  up.  It  is  hoped  that  we  may  be  able 
to  give  this  building  one  coat  of  paint  on  the  outside  this 
coming  summer. 

No.  VIII  Schoolhouse.  A  shelter  was  built  over  the 
rear  basement  door,  and  the  flow  of  water  directed  away 
from  the  building  by  building  a  cement  buffer.  This  has 
eliminated  the  condition  of  water  in  the  basement  and  fur- 
nace pit  from  this  source. 

No.  IX  Schoolhouse.  This  is  in  good  condition  at 
present. 

It  has  been  our  intention  to  keep  the  school  property  in 
as  good  condition  as  possible  with  a  minimum  of  expense. 
However,  nothing  has  been  intentionally  neglected  for  the 
sake  of  economy,  for  we  feel  that,  by  caring  for  our  main- 
tenance problems  while  they  are  small,  we  are  able  to  keep 
our  cost  of  upkeep  at  a  minimum.  In  this  connection, 
we  are  grateful  to  those  who  have  co-operated  with  us 
and  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  at  this  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  Salem: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  my  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  Included  in  this  report  is  the 
school  organization  for  1935-1936  and  reports  by  the 
Headmaster  of  the  High  School,  the  Music  Supervisor  and 
the  School  Nurse. 

Mr.  Murray  J.  Wright  after  serving  three  years  as 
Headmaster  of  the  Woodbury  High  School  resigned  his 
position  in  order  to  accept  a  position  in  Nashua.  Mr. 
Wright  served  the  High  School  well  and  added  materially 
to  its  development.  Mr.  Jesse  J.  Morgan,  the  Headmas- 
ter at  Milford,  New  Hampshire,  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  Mr.  Laurence  Cornwall  and  Miss  Esther  L. 
Dunham  resigned  their  positions  at  the  High  School.  Mr. 
Eugene  Rourke  and  Miss  Gwendolyn  Swanson  were  ap- 
pointed to  the  vacancies  thus  caused.  There  were  two 
resignations  in  the  elementary  schools.  Miss  Gertrude 
Lawrence  at  No.  5  School,  and  Mrs.  Christine  P.  Nelson 
at  No.  7  School.  Miss  Marjorie  Smith  was  appointed 
teacher  at  No.  5  and  Miss  Mildred  Kane  at  No.  7. 

There  were  727  pupils  enrolled  last  year,  which  was 
two  more  than  during  the  previous  year.  The  total  school 
attendance  averaged  94.90%  of  the  membership.  The 
average  for  the  state  was  94.66%.  Fifty-six  pupils  grad- 
uated from  the  eighth  grade  and  fifty-three  of  these  en- 
tered high  school.  The  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution 
Medal  was  awarded  to  Richard  Bodwell.  The  Board  of 
Trade  Medals  for  excellence  in  scholarship  were  awarded 
to  the  following:  Gold — Muriel  Austin;  Silver — Caroline 
Pettengill;  Bronze — Lucille  Bagnell. 

November  11-15  was  observed  as  National  Education 
Week  in  our  Schools.       In  observance  of  this  week  invita- 
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tions  were  extended  to  parents  to  visit  the  schools.  The 
response  was  excellent. 

A  radio  was  recently  purchased  for  No.  8  School  with 
the  proceeds  of  two  operettas  given  by  the  children  of  this 
school.  Through  the  American  School  of  the  Air,  a  thir- 
ty minute  period  is  conducted  on  school  days  by  experts  in 
one  of  the  departments  of  Geography,  History,  Languages, 
Science,  Music  or  Art.  Since  these  broadcasts  frequently 
correlate  with  our  daily  programs  and  with  the  pupils' 
study  and  preparation,  they  supplement  to  advantage  the 
regular  classroom  work. 

Miss  Helen  Thomas  continues  in  charge  of  Health  Sup- 
ervision. In  addition  to  Salem,  she  serves  in  the  same 
capacity,  the  other  four  school  districts  in  our  supervisory 
union.  In  this  work  it  is  of  special  advantage  to  have  the 
continuous  service  of  one  qualified  and  acquainted  with 
pupils  and  many  of  the  homes  and  parents. 

We  wish  here  to  express  our  appreciation  to  local  or- 
ganizations and  individuals  that  have  made  contributions 
for  the  assistance  of  needy  children.  The  Salem  "Wom- 
an's Club  and  Salem  Lions  Club  have  made  generous  con- 
tributions which  made  it  possible  to  have  a  fine  dental 
clinic.  The  Woman's  Club  sponsored  a  toxoid  clinic  last 
fall  at  which  over  a  hundred  pre-school  children  were 
made  immune  to  diphtheria,  A  fine  reception  to  all  the 
teachers  of  the  town  was  held  early  in  the  school  year  un- 
der the  auspices  of  the  Woman's  Club.  I  hope  it  will  be 
possible  to  make  the  reception  to  the  teachers  an  annual 
event. 

The  report  of  the  Headmaster  will  furnish  a  detailed 
account  of  the  activities  of  the  Woodbury  High  School. 
I  am  pleased,  however,  to  speak  of  the  splendid  work  of 
the  school.  The  teachers  are  giving  their  best  to  the 
young  people.  The  school  is  wisely  progressive.  Morale 
and  conduct  are  very  good.      Students  attending  our  High 
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School  have  the  opportunity  of  choosing  studies  which  are 
divided  into  four  groups  or  courses  of  study  as  follows: 

1 .  General 

2.  College  Preparatory 

3.  Home  Economics 

4.  Commercial 

This  plan  offers  ample  opportunity  for  girls,  but  we  are 
not  doing  so  well  by  our  boys.  There  is  an  urgent  need 
for  a  shop  course  for  those  boys  that  are  not  academically 
inclined.  The  obstacle  to  be  overcome  before  such  work 
can  be  started  is  lack  of  room. 

Last  Spring  a  new  method  of  teaching  penmanship  was 
introduced.  Letter  forms,  slant  and  arm  movement  are 
about  the  same  as  in  the  former  method.  The  feature 
of  the  new  plan  is  that  instruction  becomes  individual  in- 
stead of  group.  The  practice  work  is  designed  to  remedy 
more  effectively  the  defects  in  the  penmanship  of  the  indi- 
vidual. After  a  word,  sentence,  or  paragraph  has  been 
copied  from  the  model,  it  is  analyzed  by  the  teacher  for 
defects.  Then  each  child  works  to  improve  his  writing 
by  overcoming  the  difficulty.  There  are  awards  in  the 
form  of  badges  for  those  children  that  reach  the  standards 
set  up  for  each  grade. 

Good  teachers  are  the  first  requirements  for  effective 
work  in  education,  but  regardless  of  the  experience  and 
standards  of  the  teaching  staff,  close  and  efficient  supervi- 
sion is  required  to  secure  satisfactory  results.  In  super- 
vision, the  chief  function  is  to  further  the  child's  learning 
and  growth.  More  recent  thinking  in  the  field  of  educa- 
tion has  been  directed  toward  the  bettering  of  conditions 
which  affect  learning.  Visiting  and  conferring  with  teach- 
ers is  important;  but  this  is  not  all.  The  selection  of  sub- 
ject matter,  supplies  and  equipment,  the  scientific  study  of 
teaching  problems,  the  development  and  maintenance  of 
professional  spirit  and  morale  are  very  essential. 
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The  policy  of  the  School  Board  in  liberally  supplying 
equipment,  supplies  and  textbooks  is  commendable.  The 
materials  of  instruction  are  thus  kept  up  to  date. 

There  is  good  progress  in  the  work  of  all  our  schools. 
The  fundamentals  are  being  adequately  stressed.  To  aid 
in  directing  instruction  in  the  fundamental  standardized 
tests  are  given  each  year.  Thus  we  are  able  to  determine 
the  standing  of  each  class  and  individual  as  compared  with 
others  in  the  same  grade  elsewhere.  These  tests  have  an- 
other valuable  function — to  determine  the  points  of  weak- 
ness in  each  pupil's  preparation,  and  thus  to  guide  the 
teachers  in  providing  drill  where  most  needed.  Many 
progressive  tendencies  prevail.  The  pupils  are  develop- 
ing responsibility,  co-operation,  service  and  other  character 
traits  through  school  room  activities.  Individual  difFer- 
ences  are  cared  for.  Creative  experiences  in  art,  drama- 
tics, music,  English  expression  and  other  fields  are  fostered. 

Much  space  might  be  taken  here  in  stating  the  progress 
the  schools  are  making.  An  occasional  visit  of  an  hour 
or  more  and  a  conference  with  the  teacher  at  the  end  of  the 
day  will  be  far  more  satisfactory  to  parents  and  to  others 
who  are  interested  than  to  read  about  school  activities. 
Salem  children  are  at  work  at  least  175  days  in  the  year, 
and  both  Teachers  and  Superintendent  are  only  too  glad 
for  the  townspeople  to  get  better  acquainted  first  hand  with 
the  things  they  are  doing. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  again  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  teachers  and  pupils,  to  the  School  Board  and  to  the 
parents  and  patrons  of  our  schools  for  the  loyalty  and  co- 
operation which  has  contributed  so  much  to  the  children's 
progress.

Activities 

(1)  A  fine  teachers'  reception  was  sponsored  by  the 
Salem  Womans'  Club  in  the  Auditorium  early  in  October. 

(2)  Juniors  and  Seniors  have  held  several  dancing  par- 
ties for  the  school  during  the  fall. 

(3)  The  Seniors  visited  Lexington,  Concord,  Bunker 
Hill  and  "Old  Ironsides"  one  Saturday  in  early  November. 

(4)  National  Education  Week  was  observed  by  a  spe- 
cial visiting  day  and  assembly  for  parents. 

(5)  The  annual  visit  by  Mr.  Russell  H.  Leavitt,  High 
School  Agent,  was  made  in  November.  Mr.  Leavitt  spoke 
well  of  the  condition  of  the  building,  the  attitude  of  the 
pupils  and  the  teaching  in  general. 
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(6)  "The  Gypsy  Troubadour",  an  Operetta,  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Athletic  Association,  under  the  splendid  di- 
rection of  Mrs.  Eva  Thompson,  our  music  teacher.  Much 
credit  goes  to  Miss  Guild  for  her  work  with  the  dancers, 
Mrs.  Smith  with  the  "speeches",  Miss  Swanson  with  the 
costumes,  and  Mr.  McPhee  with  the  scenery. 

(7)  Football  was  again  stressed  for  boys  while  nothing 
was  offered  for  the  girls  of  the  school.  Under  the  direc- 
tion of  Head  Coach  Howard  McPhee  and  Assistant  Coach 
John  Bowyer  the  team  had  a  very  successful  season.  Vic- 
tories were  registered  over  Rockport,  Hampton,  Milford, 
Dracut,  Traip  and  Chelmsford.  The  team  lost  but  twice, 
to  teams  much  out  of  its  class — Methuen  and  Johnson  High 
of  North  Andover.  Far  more  important  than  the  vic- 
tories were  the  facts  that  no  serious  injuries  were  sus- 
tained, and  that  good  feeling  existed  between  the  players 
of  all  teams  met. 

At  the  close  of  the  season  the  Lions'  Club  sponsored  a 
jEne  banquet  for  the  entire  football  squad.  Senior  boys 
were  presented  with  gold  footballs,  sweaters,  letters  and 
certificates.  Other  letter  men  received  silver  footballs, 
letters  and  certificates. 

"We  are  very  much  indebted  to  Mr.  Russ  for  the  use, 
free  of  charge,  of  the  Wood  Heel  Field.  "We  would  have 
found  it  very  difficult  to  conduct  football  without  his  co- 
operation. 

Drs.  Smith  and  Soule  generously  gave  their  services  as 
did  Trainer  Murphy  of  Lawrence. 

Dr.  Soule  gave  us  the  use  of  rooms  in  the  Rockingham 
Hotel  for  dressing,  both  for  visiting  players  and  our  own. 
This  was  not  only  very  useful  for  all  players  but  gave 
visitors  a  much  higher  opinion  of  Salem  than  they  would 
have  otherwise  received. 

(8)  The  Seniors  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Smith  is- 
sued at  Christmas  time  an  edition  of  the  school  paper,  "The 
Ray". 
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(9)  During  the  morning  recess  period  all  pupils  and 
teachers  have  participated  in  physical  exercises.  During 
good  weather,  this  was  done  out  of  doors  and  on  stormy 
days  indoors  before  open  windows. 

(10)  Fire  drills  have  been  held  from  time  to  time  under 
the  direction  of  the  Student  Council. 

(11)  Assemblies  are  held  on  Fridays  and  on  special  oc- 
casions. 

(12)  At  the  present  time  Seniors  are  preparing  a  play, 
"The  Blue  Bag"  for  presentation  on  January  31,  1936.  Mr. 
Rourke  is  coaching  and  taking  care  of  all  details  of  the 
production. 

(13)  Both  boys  and  girls  basketball  squads  are  prac- 
ticing and  playing  games  with  neighboring  schools.  Mr. 
McPhee  is  again  working  with  the  boys  while  Miss  Swan- 
son  has  charge  of  the  girls.  The  more  inexperienced  play- 
ers are  in  charge  of  the  headmaster. 

(14)  Two  half  periods  each  week  are  devoted  to  games 
and  physical  education  in  grades  seven  and  eight. 

Needs 

During  the  last  twenty  years  the  changes  in  secondary 
education  have  been  many  and  varied.  The  Junior  Col- 
lege and  Junior  High  School  movements,  different  types 
of  curricula,  different  buildings  for  the  different  curricula 
such  as  practical  arts,  commercial,  technical  and  classical 
High  Schools.  These  schools  are  much  extended  as  com- 
pared to  the  High  School  of  the  late  nineteenth  and  early 
twentieth  centuries.  The  four  year  school  is  far  less 

common  than  it  used  to  be.  The  early  organization  of 
eight  years  of  elementary  school,  four  years  of  high  school 
and  four  years  of  college  has  been  replaced  in  many  places 
by  an  elementary  school  of  sbi  years,  preceded  by  a  kinder- 
garten, followed  by  a  secondary  school  of  grades  seven 
through  twelve  and  sometimes  thirteen  and  fourteen.  The 
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secondary  school  again  is  followed  by  the  college  and  the 
college  by  the  university. 

It  seems  that  we  have  progressed  a  long  way  from  the 
day  in  1635  when  the  first  secondary  school  was  founded 
with  the  single  purpose  of  preparing  boys  for  college.  We 
now  try  to  aid  each  pupil  in  a  many  sided  growth  by  giv- 
ing him  or  her  training  that  will  tend  to  make  him  or  her 
a  pleasing  member  of  society,  a  good  citizen,  a  morally 
strong  person,  one  who  can  enjoy  beauty,  one  who  can  par- 
ticipate in  and  enjoy  some  good  recreational  hobby,  one 
who  has  some  occupational  efficiency,  and  one  who  has  a 
healthy  body  with  which  to  work.  It  is  a  tremendous 
task  and  requires  teachers  who  can  rise  above  the  petty 
details  of  every  day  work  and  keep  constantly  before  them 
the  goals  of  education. 

Our  ancestors  could  do  very  well  in  the  world  with  a 
grammar  school  education,  our  immediate  forbears  were 
qualified  to  make  a  living  with  a  high  school  training.  To- 
day every  child  needs  a  high  school  education  as  a  basis 
for  specialization  in  some  trade  or  further  study,  and  to 
be  qualified  to  cope  with  the  amazing  complexity  of  mod- 
ern life. 

The  boys  in  Woodbury  High  School  need  a  different 
type  of  education  from  that  which  is  now  offered  to  them. 
Four  curricula  are  offered  to  our  girls:  Latin,  General, 
Commercial,  and  Home  Economics.  It  is  true  that  boys 
may  take  the  Commercial  Course.  This,  however,  should 
be  discouraged  in  all  but  rare  instances.  "We  are  not  justi- 
fied in  providing  two  practical  courses  for  girls  and  none 
for  boys.  Woodbury  High  School  very  much  needs  a 
course  in  Mechanic  Arts  or  Agriculture.  This  would  in- 
volve making  an  addition  to  the  present  plant  for  it  is  al- 
ready filled  to  capacity.  Not  only  would  such  an  addi- 
tion make  possible  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  educa- 
tion of  many  boys  but  would  automatically  relieve  the 
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congestion  in  the  building  by  providing  additional  class- 
room space. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  invite  all  parents  and  friends  of 
Woodbury  High  School  to  visit  classes  often.  You  will 
find  us  anxious  to  cooperate  with  you  for  the  good  of  your 
children.  Only  through  the  full  cooperation  of  parents, 
teachers  and  pupils  can  best  results  be  obtained.
